Thank you for taking the time to speak with me about the above referenced client. I understand 
that your office does not necessarily become involved with assisting in obtaining presidential 
pardons. While I certainly understand what you said, I do not understand why a U. S. Senator 
might not be able to assist one of her constituents where, as in this case, it is obvious that the 
individual seeking this relief committed a non-violent crime, has had neither prior nor post 
arrests or convictions and was relatively young at the time of the commission of the crime. 

Nonetheless, I enclose a copy of the letter received from the U.S. Department of Justice, Pardon 
Attorney, and thank you in advance for any further help or information that you may be able to 
obtain. 

Finally, I spoke with "Jason" at the Senator's Washington, D.C. office, and asked him to look 
into proposing legislation similar to that found in Louisiana Revised Statutes 44:9. That 
Louisiana Statute would allow for an expungement of a record for an offense such as the one of 
which Mr. Dowell was convicted.

Dear Mr. Dowell: 

Your pardon application has been carefully considered in this Department and the White 
House, and the decision has been reached that favorable action is not warranted. Your 
application has therefore been dented. 

Under the Constitution, there is no appeal from this decision- As a matter of well- 
established policy, we do not disclose the reasons for the decision in a pardon matter. In 
addition, deliberative communications pertaining to agency and presidential decision-making are 
confidential and not available under existing case law interpreting the Freedom of Information 
Act and Privacy Act. I would like to take this opportunity to emphasize that Presidents have 
granted very few pardons in recent times, and that the decision in your case does not reflect 
adversely on the progress you have made toward rehabilitation since your conviction.

This is in response to your letter of November 18, 2002, enclosing a letter from Joseph C. 
Bartels, Esq., concerning the pardon request of Glenn C. Dowcll. As we informed Mr. Dowell in 
late 2001, his pardon application received careful consideration both at the Department of J ustice 
and at the White House, but the White House ultimately decided that favorable action was not 



As I noted in my letter to Mr. Dowell, it is a long-standing practice not to discuss the 
reasons for a White House decision in a clemency case. Generally speaking, factors such as the 
severity of the offense, additional criminal record, acceptance of responsibility, honesty and 
candor during the clemency process, and reputation in the community, are among the matters 
taken into consideration. As I mentioned to Mr. Dowell, Presidents have granted relatively few 
pardons in recent years. I might also note that he is eligible to reapply in October 2003, should 
he care to do so.
